NFIB Action on MC 161/77 and MC 255/77 


1 Action Requested: That you sign the attached memorandum for the 
Chairman, - Joint Chiefs of Staff. All NFIB members have concurred, except 
the representatives from Treasury and FBI, who abstained. 

2. Background: The "Agreed Procedures" require NFIB to review the 
draft texts for MC 161/77 and MC 255/77 prepared by the NATO Ad Ho 
Intelligence Working Group (AHIWG) that met in Brussels, 21 March to 1 April, 
and submit recommendations regarding them to the JCS. 

3. The NFIB agencies concerned were represented in the US delegation 
to the AHIWG. In the judgment of the Delegation, the dra ts su mi e 
contained no significant departures from the approved /^ Position Papers 
for MC 161/77 and MC 255/77 . The Delegation suggested that the NFIB 
recommend JCS approval of the texts for NATO planning purposes. 
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
